CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 


(Sentral New Mexigo 

CATTLE GROWERS' ASSOCIATION. 


PREAMBLE. 

Whereas, The cattle breeding, growing, and ranch¬ 
ing business is fast becoming one of the foremost 
and most important interests in the Territory of 
New Mexico; and 

Whereas, The business of breeding, growing and 
ranching cattle can be much more economically and 
successfully conducted by the association together of 
stock growers for mutual assistance and protec¬ 
tion; and 

Whereas, There have been and are now at large 
unpunished and unapprehended, by those whose bus¬ 
iness it is to apprehend and prosecute law breakers, 
cattle thieves and other enemies to the private inter¬ 
ests of individuals and to the public peace and wel¬ 
fare; and 

Whereas, There has been, and still is, criminal 
negligence existing on the part of butchers and 
others making a business of trading in live stock in 
the Territory of New Mexico in not complying with 
the existing laws of the Territory of New Mexico, 
much to the detriment and injury of cattle owners; 
therefore 

We, the undersigned stock owners of Socorro 
Valencia and Bernalillo counties, New Mexico, here¬ 
by associate ourselves together for mutual protec¬ 
tion and benefit, and we hereby bind ourselves to 
the uncompromising prosecution of all violators of 
the New Mexico stock laws —cattle thieves in par¬ 
ticular. 






Constitution and By-Laws. 

Article I. This organization shall be called the- 
Central New Mexico Cattle Growers’ Association. 

Art. II. The organization shall be composed of 
parties raising or controlling cattle in Socorro, Val¬ 
encia and Bernalillo counties, and such other con¬ 
tiguous- country as the executive committee may 
deem advisable. 

Art. III. The officers shall be a president, vice- 
president, a secretary, treasurer, ami an executive- 
committee. 

Art. IV. Regular annual meetings of the associa¬ 
tion shall be held alternately at the cities of Socorro, 
and Albuquerque, on the third Tuesday of March, 
each year. The election of officers shall be by 
ballot on the first day of each spring meeting, 
and they shall hold office for the term of one year, or 
until relieved by their successors. 

Art. V. It shall be the duty of the president to 
preside over alt meetings of the association, direct 
and govern its proceedings according to parliamen- 
ry rules, see that all officers perform their duties, 
call special meetings, ftnd to perform the duties as 
hereinafter provided, and in case of sickness or ab¬ 
sence of the secretary, to appoint and fill the posi¬ 
tion of same with a competent person for the time 

Art. VI. It shall be the duty of the vice-president 
to assist the president in the discharge of his duties, 
and in his absence to officiate in his place. 

Art. VII. It shall be the duty of the secretary to 
keep a correct record of the proceedings of each 
meeting of the association, and to keep an accurate 
account between the association and each member 
thereof ; to collect all monies due the association, 
and render an exact accounting of the same to the 
executive committee ; to keep books containing the 
names, postoffice address, ranch location, number of 
cattle, horses and mules of each and every member 
of the association, the brands and marks of the 
same, which books shall be open at all times to the 
inspection of members ; to send out all notices of 
meetings ; attend to all correspondence, and to such 
other duties as may be hereafter specified. 

Art. VIII. Any male person over twenty-one 
years of age, and in good standing, owning or con- 
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trolling cattle, and owning or controling sufficient 
range and water for the number of cattle he owns or 
controls, and who is vouched for by two mem¬ 
bers of the association, shall be eligible to member¬ 
ship, upon written application to the secretary. At 
the first regular or special meeting thereafter, his ap¬ 
plication shall be voted upon by ballot. A two- 
thirds vote of the members present shall elect or re¬ 
ject the candidate, as the case maybe. The execu¬ 
tive committee, at times between meetings of the as¬ 
sociation, may act on any application for membership, 
and if they deem proper to accept the prescribed 
fees and dues for membership for such applicant, he 
shall be entitled to all privileges and benefits of the 
regularly elected members until the following meet¬ 
ing of the association, and if he then shall be rejected 
all monies received from him by the association shall 
be refunded to him. 

Art. VIII. A. No person not owning sufficient 
range and water for his stock, can become a member 
of the association or be recognized in any way as a 
stock man or receive any assistance in working or 
handling his stock by members of the association. 

Art. VIII. B. It shall be the duty of each mem¬ 
ber of the association to run not less than five serv¬ 
iceable bulls to the 100 she cattle from yearlings up¬ 
wards owned by him, and any member not complying 
with this article shall be excluded from all benefits of 
the association for the space of six months, dating 
from the time notice of same be filed with the secre¬ 
tary of the association, and if at the expiration of the 
said six months, compliance be not made ns required 
the member so delaying shall upon recomendation be 
expelled from the association. 

Art. IX. The executive committee shall be com¬ 
posed of eight members (including the secretary) 
elected at large by ballot at each annual meeting to 
serve for the term of one year, or until their success¬ 
ors are elected. The executive committee shall have 
power to transact any and all business and attend to 
all matters pertaining to the association; they shall 
hold regular quarterly meetings, (two at Albuquerque 
and two at Socorro,) and such special meetings as 
they may deem necessary, and their necessary expen¬ 
ses in attending all meetings other than at the time of 
the annual meeting shall be paid by the association. 

Art. X. It shall be the duty of each member, as 
far as it is practicable, to attend all meetings of the 
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association, to abide by its by-laws, rules and regula¬ 
tions, and to use his best endeavors at all times to ad¬ 
vance the interests of the association and its individ¬ 
ual members; to furnish the secretary at any practi¬ 
cable moment a correct list of stock which he owns, 
represents or controls, the marks and brands of same 
to appear of record in a book kept for this purpose 
in the office of the general secretary, together with 
their postoffice address. It shall further be the duty 
of each member of the association, whenever any 
stock is found on his range belonging to another 
member of the association, to notify the party by 
mail owning such stock, of the number and brands 
of same as nearly as may be, or to notify the general 
secretary of the same, who shall, upon the receipt of 
such notice, notify the owner of the stock of the 
number and brands reported and where they may be 
found. This duty shall be imposed upon all em¬ 
ployes of members of the association, and such stock 
shall be cared for by the party with whose stock they 
have been running, the same as his own, until above 
notice shall have been given, and the owner has rea¬ 
sonable time to regain his stock. 

Art. XI The initiation fee shall be $10, and each 
applicant shall upon being made a member pay $5 as 
annual dues, and shall every year thereafter pay a 
like sum of $5 at the spring meeting for the current 
year. 

Art. XII. The association shall advertise to pay to 
any person who shall secure the arrest and conviction 
of any person or persons stealing cattle, from 
any member of the association, as follows: For 
the arrest and conviction of the first person a 
reward of $500, and $25d for the arrest and conviction 
of each additional person implicated in the offense; 
provided, however, that this and all other rewards 
shall not be payable for depredations committed 
against any stock owned by parties not having their 
brands and marks recorded on the books of the asso¬ 
ciation, and provided, also, that no reward shall be 
paid to any member of the association. Also, a re¬ 
ward of $100 for the arrest and conviction of any per¬ 
son or persons for killing cattle and not preserving 
the hides for inspection as required by law. 

Art. XIII. Each member of the association shall 
be subject to a tax of five cents per head on all cat¬ 
tle owned by him, one-half of which is to bo paid at 
the adoption of this article and the balance when 
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called for by the executive committee. The execu¬ 
tive committee shall have power to levy additional 
assessment or assessments to the extent of five cents 
per head, and it shall be the duty of the secretary to 
give thirty days notice to each member of all such 
assessments made upon him. The executive com¬ 
mittee in cases of emergency are empowered and 
authorized by this association to borrow money to 
the extent of their power to assess, at the time of 
such borrowing, and to make payment of same from 
first available funds in their hands. 

Art. XIV. 'The collection of tax, as provided for 
in article 13, shall be made by the secretary and 
treasurer, who shall receive said monies and receipt 
therefor. 

Art. XV. The counties shall be divided into dis¬ 
tricts as follows: 

District No. 1 shall include all that part of the coun¬ 
ty lying east of the Bio Grande river. 

District No. 3 shall be bounded as follows : Begin¬ 
ning at the point on the Rio Grande where the south 
line of the county crosses the river, and running 
thence northwest and west along the county line to 
the top of the Black Range, thence north along the 
top of the Black Range to the line called “first cor¬ 
rection line south,” thence east along said first cor¬ 
rection line to the river, thence down the river to 
place of beginning. 

District No. 3 shall be bounded on the north by 
the north line of the county, on the east by the Rio 
Grande, on the south by the first correction line south, 
and on the west by the line running due north and 
south twelve miles east of Horse Springs. 

District No. 4 shall be bounded on the north 
by the north line of the county, on the west by 
the line between New Mexico and Arizona, on the 
south by the first correction line, and on the east by 
District No. 3. 

District No. 5 shall be bounded on the north by 
Districts 3 and 4, on the east by District 2, on the 
south by line between Socorro and Grant counties, 
and on the west by District No. 10. 

District No. 6 commences at a point on the south line 
of Valencia county, where it is intersected by line be¬ 
tween ranges 7 and 8 west, thence west to the Arizona 
line, thence north to Navajo reservation, thence east 
to southeast corner of the reservation, thence north 
to north boundary line of Bernalillo county, thence 
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east to line between ranges 7 and 8 west, thence 
south to place of beginning. 

District No. 7, commencing where a line between 
ranges 7 and 8 west intersects the south boundary 
of Valencia county, thence north to north boundary 
of Bernalillo county, thence east to Rio Grande river, 
thence southerly along west bank of river to south 
boundary of Valencia county, thence west to place 
of beginning. 

District No. 8, commencing at a point where Rio 
Grande river crosses south boundary of Valencia 
county, thence northerly along the west bank of the 
river to the north end of Sandia mountains, thence 
southerly along the summits of the Sandia and Man- 
zano mountains to the south boundary of Valencia 
countv, thence northwesterly to place of beginning. 

District No. 9, embracing all such parts of Bernalillo 
and Valencia counties that lies cast of the summits 
of Sandia and Manzano mountains and Rio Grande 
river. 

District No. 10 shall be bounded on the north by 
District No. 4, on the east by District No. 5, on the 
west by the line between New Mexico and Arizona, 
and on the south shall extend into Grant county so 
far as to include the ranges of the W. S. ranch, 
Holmes & Gifford and the Ailinan Bros. 

Art. XV. A. The captain in charge of a round¬ 
up arranged by the association shall have the right at 
any time to discharge any man who neglects or refuses 
to work under his orders, and it shall be his duty to 
prohibit from the round-up under his control all gam¬ 
bling, card playing and horse racing. 

Art. XVI. Any member of the association guilty 
of wilfully rendering false numbers of his stock, fail¬ 
ing to pay his annual dues and assessments, violation 
of any of the rules, by-laws and regulations of the 
association, or of conduct prejudicial to its interests, 
shall upon proof and conviction of the same be ex¬ 
pelled from the association by a two-thirds vote of 
the members thereof present at any regular meeting 
of the association. 

Art. XVII. Any member having cause of complaint 
against another member for trespass, or for any rea¬ 
son, shall flic written complaint of same with the ex¬ 
ecutive committee, who shall thoroughly investigate 
the charges and facts and report the result of their 
investigation to the next regular meeting of the asso¬ 
ciation for action. 
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Art. XVIII. The association may at any regular 
meeting thereof pass by-laws as it may deem nec¬ 
essary not in conflict with its constitution or the laws 
of New Mexico, to carry- out the objects and purposes 
of its organization, which, after passage of same, 
may be amended or repealed by a majority vote of 
the members present at any regular subsequent 
meeting. 

Art. XIX. Any member divulging any secret or 
plan of action, or proposed undertaking of the asso¬ 
ciation, to the detriment or hindrance of the associ¬ 
ation, may be expelled at any time by a two-thirds 
vote of those present at any regular meeting of the 
association, or may be suspended by the executive 
committee until the next subsequent regular meet¬ 
ing of the association. 

Art XX. The association shall advertise to, and 
pay, to any person securing the arrest and convic¬ 
tion of any person or persons setting Are to or burn¬ 
ing, or attempting to burn, the grass from any range 
used by any member of the association, a reward 
of $250. 

Art. XXI. The executive committee shall ap¬ 
point such hide and cattle inspectors as they may 
deem necessary throughout the county or adjacent 
territory, and assign them their duties. All neces¬ 
sary expenses and a reasonable compensation to be 
determined by the executive committee, to be paid 
such inspectors from the general fund of the asso¬ 
ciation. 

Art. XXII. The office of secretary and treasurer 
shall be combined and held by one and the same per¬ 
son, who shall receive for the first year a salary of 
$100, and be required to give a bond of about twice 
the amount of money to be handled.
